It is bound in 
rich cloth, stamped in gold and colors, con- 
tains nearly four hundred pages, and, from 
the mechanical point of view, is one of the 
attractive books of the year.

After all prejudice is laid aside, Lincoln 
stands forth as one of America’s greatest 
men. He may have peers, but no super- 
iors. He was great, not only in executive 
ability, but in public addresses; in fact, 
his ability here is fundamental to a year 
book of worth. The author is Dr. J. T. 
Hobson, of Kingsley, Iowa. So far as we 
know, there is not a Lincoln student in our 
Church who has devoted such painstaking 
eare to the entire life of the Great Hman- 
cipator; nor are other denominations bet- 
ter off in this respect. His investigations 
have covered a multitude of little things 
that escape the usual biographer. The ar- 
rangement will meet the approval of all. 
Occupying the middle and greater part of 
every page is a choice selection from 
President Lincoln’s addresses, correspon- 
dence, state papers, and other writings 
and speeches. As a whole, these are the 
cream of his utterances. At the top ofthe 
page is a quotation from the Bible, and 
at the bottom a verse of poetry, both bear- 
ing directly on the quoted words between. 
The readings are timed as far as possible 
to suit the chronology of Lincoln’s life. 
Yor instance, the page for January 1 be- 
gins with Isaiah’s words, “He hath sent 


me to proclaim liberty to the captives, 
and the opening of the prison to them that 
are bound.’ Then follows an extract from 
the Emancipation Proclamation, after 
which is a four-line stanza from Eugene 
J. Hall, dedicated to Lincoln, containing 
reference to his freeing the bondman and 
saving the ship of state. The same care 
is shown on the page for March 4, and 
other important dates. This is the first 
Lincoln year book. The wonder is that 
bookmakers have been passing by the 
most fertile field and running to Brown- 
ing and Shakespeare.”
